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As We See It: 


Transit District or No— 
The Problem Still Exists 


It would appear that the Bay Area Rapid Transit 
District is sore beset. The Golden Gate Bridge Authority's 
board of directors doesn’t think that putting tracks on the 
bridge is a good idea and the San Mateo County Board of 
Supervisors is being advised to “pull out” of the district 
also. 

Cretainly, the setting-up of a bay area-wide rapid 
transit system will be a costly one, and its realization years 
away. And even when and if the proposed district is com- 
pleted, there'll be the problem of re-educating the public 
to use it. 


But the alternative may be worse. 

The alterative is that of putting all the eggs in one bas- 
ket —the autmobile and the freeway. 

Just a few months ago in Menlo Park, there was con- 
siderable excitement because the state Division of High- 
ways proposed an east-west freeway through town and it 
was made apparent that hundreds of homes would be up- 
rooted and that millions of dollars worth of improvements 
wuold be displaced, if it were built. 

Freeways and autos don't do the job very well, either, 
if it’s any news to you. Rush hour traffic into and out of 
San Francisco proceeds at a rate of speed similar to that 
of 1940. Top speed which you're able to drive, between 
San Francisco and Burlingame, during the rush hours, is 
somewhat less than the top speed which was built into the 
less expensive cars available in 1920. 

The Southern Pacific has the tracks and the stations 
and, one would think, an efficiency-minded people would 
avail itself of this as an alternative to using the highways. 
But the downtown traffic glut in San Francisco and the 
lack of efficient cross-peninsula connections limit the use of 
this facility too; you can drive your car to the local station, 
park it, get on your train, and find yourself stranded at 
Third and Townsend a few minutes later. 

Maybe the present rapid transit district isn't the an- 
swer to the peninsula’s traffic problems but the auto-and- 
freeway isn't, either. 

Rapid transit, the extent to which we plan to build 
future freeways, whether or not the Southern Pacific stays 
in the passenger business and what to do about local cross- 
peninsula transit must all be considered together.

Selective Policing 
Is Paying Off 


Noticed a few more police cars than usual on the resi- 
dential streets near the schools lately? It’s true; there 
have been more of them, as the city’s officers once again 
take up their rigid enforcement policies in accordance with 
the “selective” program which has resulted in a substantial 
reduction of accidents here in the past few years. 

Menlo Park is the only city of major size in the state 
which has recorded such a reduction. 

The way the “selective” program works is this: During 
the hours when children are going to and from school, the 
streets they use most heavily are patrolled carefully. During 
the hours when adults are driving to and from work, the 
police, likewise, watch the highways and avenues they 
use most frequently. And they also keep close watch on 
the intersections which have been the scenes of accidents 
most frequently, 

The results of this program have been excellent; there 
were far fewer accidents in Menlo Park in 1960 than in 
1959 and the accident rate in 1961 is running behind that 
of last year. 

Oh, yes. The police have been handing out more cita- 
tions, too. But it turns out that hitting a person in the 
pocketbook improves his memory better than almost any- 
thing. 

A relatively small assessment by a duly authorized 
court seems to make drivers a little more aware. They look 
at the speedometer a little more critically! and they seem 
to get more alert — if only to keep from getting caught for 
some minor offense a second time. 

But the accident rate goes down. Property damage is 
less, and injuries and deaths are fewer. So it pays off.

‘Fallout’—City Problem? 


When building inspectors 
from several county constitu- 
encies met two weeks ago in 
Redwood City to discuss how 
to regulate fallout shelters, a 
division of opinion became evi- 
dent: Should such shelters be 
constructed privately, or pub- 
licly? 


The division wasn’t very ev- 
en. Only Menlo Park’s Bob 
Gray and the county’s Frank 
Skillman voted against waiv- 
ing zoning regulations for such 
shelters, while 13 other juris- 
dictions represented voted for 
it. 


Gray comments that he 
feels public shelters are the 
answer because private shel- 
ters might well cost $1000 
per family and thus would 
limit protection from radio- 
active debris from nuclear 
explosions to only a fortun- 
ate and relatively wealthy 
few while all need the pro- 
tection. 


On the other hand, larger 
shelters which could in event 
of an emergency accommodate 
scores of hundreds of families 
might be relatively inexpen- 
sive.

Alternative methods of 
dealing with this problem 
have been suggested; they 
include parking garages, the 
purchase of more land, and 
the placing of time limits. 

Underground cons truction 
has been thought of, too, but 
it’s regarded as being relative- 
ly expensive — probably teo 
much so — for the construction 
of areas which only would be 
used for parking about nine 
hours a day. 

Since such construction prob- 
ably couldn’t be financed by a 
private assessment district, it’s 
probable that a public agency 
would have to help with the fi- 
nancing — and that could only 
be done if said agency deemed 


fallout shelters a clear and 
present need. 
Remember, Menlo Park’s 


parking plazas were paid for 
by assessment districts made 
up of properties the owners of 
which were presumed to bene- 
fit from having offstreet park- 
ing near their stores. Provid- 
ing parking was figured to be 
a cost of doing business. 

To get the city to build un- 
deground parking areas on the 
basis of a possible emergency 
use would mean at least a par- 
tial change in this point of 
view, or a concern over the pos- 
sibility of nuclear war strong 
enough to override the previ- 
ous policy.

There’s a possibility that 
other public agencies would 
be called in to construct ‘‘du- 
al purpose” underground 
buildings. At least one school 
architect has proposed un- 
derground schools, stating 
that the need for less land 
has offset the expense of 
underground construction. 
Also, says this architect, the 
top of the building serves as 
the school’s playfield; there 
are no broken windows to think 
of, teachers and students are 
not annoyed by the fact that 
the amount of light entering 
the building varies through the 
day, and there are a host of 
other advantages. 

Private business builders al- 
so might consider possible ad- 
vantages to underground con- 
struction. Such space can be 
used for storage as well as any 
loft can be, and where the cost 
of land is high, it behooves a 
careful owner to build multi- 
storied structures. 

Cost of above-ground build- 
ing may be less — for build- 
ings of fewer than three or 
four levels. But after that it 
might well be true that a deep 
basement is merely economi- 


cal. 
Meantime, the meeting in 
Redwood City established a 


couple of things: First, build- 
ing inspectors in general are 
in favor of waiving zoning reg- 
ulations to allow individual 
family shelters in front yards 
regardless of zoning and sec- 
ond, many parts of the Penin- 
sula present construction prob- 
lems. 

Regarding the first, the ma- 
jority of inspectors agreed that 
they'd have to be sure the front 
yard shelters didn’t become 
nuisances. They also concede 
that getting digging machinery 
into back yards is simply im- 
possible in many areas. 

Concerning the second, it 
was pointed out that shelters 
might “float” if the water table 
were to rise during a wet win- 
ter. This could become a real 
problem in portions of east 
Menlo Park, parts of Redwood 
City, and portions of San Mateo 
which are close to the bay.

the rapid transit district has 
secured some very special leg- 
islation in Sacramento. 

Besides getting the voter 
margin changed from 66 to 
60 per cent, all five counties 
in the district must proceed 4 
with the customary public 
hearings to give the citizenry 
a chance to be heard. 

Although the plans were sup-— 
posed to be in the hands of 
the boards of supervisors early 
this month, the local board hasi 
had no indication as to when 
they will arrive. 

District leaders admit that 
refusal of the bridge district to 
allow rapid transit trains on 
the structure has thrown the [ 
plan entirely out of focus. i 

Now it strictly becomes a 
matter of settling the problems 
for San Francisco and Oakland.

only the transit district advis- 
ors know. 

There is one thing that 
might be considered certain 
at this time, however, and 
that is that the bond election 
will NOT be held in June. It 
could be reset for the No- 
vember general election. 

Many local residents were 
hoping that the board could 
pull this county out of the dis- 
trict any time it wished, partic- 
ularly in time to save it from 
another tax assessment from 
the district. 

County Controller Ira A. 
Boynton has just received word * 
that the district is levying an- 
other two.cent tax in San Mateo 
county this year, which means 
a take of between $160,000 and 
$170,000. With the latest delay 
over the Marin county link it 
is doubtful that the district can 
seek plan approval from the 
several boards of supervisors. 

Until those plans are pre- 
sented, public hearings held 
and the legal procedures fol- 
lowed. San Mateo county is in, 
regardless of how official or 
public feeling may be. 

We talked to Supervisor 
Louis Chess to get some idea 
of what the thinking might 
be in Southern Pacific cir- 
cles. Although a former chief 
passenger agent for the rail- 
road for many years, he said 
“No comment!” (from SP of- 
ficials). He explained that 
the railroad leaders were 
keeping entirely out of the 
transit discussions until the 
plans are formulated. Even 
with the district planning to 
use SP rights-of-way,( they 
still refuse to discuss either 
the issues or the plans as 
now proposed. 

Supervisor Chess is of the 
opinion that there are more 
county residents in favor of a 
rapid transit plan than we 
might think. He doesn’t ex- 
press the opinion that a major- 
ity of the residents are favora- 
ble to the idea, but even; the 
commuters want some type of 
faster travel to and from down- 
town San Francisco in partic- 
ular. 

Fred A. Stindt of Redwood 
City, chairman of the Commu- 
ters Club transportation com- 
mittee, announced some time 
ago that his group was against 
the present plan, not on the ov- 
erall program, but the delay in 
time that would result from the 
line being routed through -Col- 
ma and Daly City instead of 
following the more direct bay- 
shore route. 

Some minor changes in the 
present outline might make the 
commuters come to the plan’s 
support. 

A It would seem that the tran- 
sit people must come up with 
something concrete in the very 
near future. Not. that they can’t 
just putter along for another 
year or two. In the meantime 
we will continue to dig up tax 
dollars for propaganda and 
more “engineering surveys” 
until the people will become 
even more disgusted. 

Probably the only salvation 
now as far as San Mateo county 
is concerned is for Santa Clara 
county to be enticed into the 
district. 

Failing that, we’re out along 
with Marin.

GARDENER’S CHECKLIST 

1. Start planting rannuncu- 
lus and anemones this month 
for early spring bloom. 

2. Fuchsias will continue 
to bloom freely only if faded 
blossoms and seed pods are 
removed. Water by overhead 
sprinkling so as to moisten 
the leaves. 

3. If bearded iris develop 
spotted foliage, remove the 
infected leaves and spray 
plants with a fungicide. 

4. Mildew can be a prob- 
lem in September. Spray ros- 
es, begonias, dahlias and oth- 
er susceptible plants with 
recommended sprays. 

5. Sweet peas and other 
cool season annuals should 
go in at the earliest possible 
time.
